Offlcar Simpson ntteniplod to arrest 
Mr. Ben Middleman and Ro<>iiiinKly 
was Kovornpd by tho Idea that bo 
needed ;i«KlHiaMco. Street niniors, va- 
ried In rharacter and t\pe. be^an t<p 
spread to the effoi t ilint Olllc or rarey 
after nuiiii-roua nolifloailona, failed t<i 
respond htkI consequently rommitlo<l 
an Infraction of one of his duties af 
Night Sergeant. On Friday, July 14th. 
of the same week Chairman Brady of 
the Police Committee requested that 
his committee be called on that night 
for tha aole purpose ot invaatigating 
the variona rumora relative to the 
cose, oaiolally I had no data upon 
Whtoh to baae any kind or character 
ot opialOB as to the merita ot the case, 
therefore I took thu method of pbtain- 
lag tho theta, it aay, and acceded to 
his raquaat 8ia or more witneaaes 
testiffad. Sergeant Carey gave his 
testimony and also what he had be- 
lieved to be bis duty as Night Ser- 
geant Chief Mackey gnvc- a detailed 
statement of what be. as Chief of Po- 
llco, had on previous occaMlons In- 
structed the Serpoant to do. After all 
this had been pone over the Committee 
almost to a man, Bhook haiuls — upon 
their own initiative — witli Scrt;eanl 
Carey, and the ronnnittec utood n<l- 
Joiirncd. After all of the testimony 
wa.i received and after these state- 
ments as to the duties of the night 
Sergeant were given by Caroy and 
Chtet Mackey, not a single word of 
censure was uttered looking to the 
suspension of this officer; on tho cpn- 
trary, their mental attitude waa agree- 
ably Btaalteatod by their hearty hand- 
Bhakaa. 

BeoUoa tSOS ot the Kentucky Stat- 
ute, aaya la part tint '^e Mayor shall 
have the power to anapend any city 
officer, aseept Conneilmen, for miu- 
oondnot la office or neglect of duty, 
reporting action, with his reasons 
therefor, ia wrlUng at the next regu- 
lar meeting of the Common Council, 
by whom final action Is taken. " 

I met with the committee at the 
time of the Investigation above refer- 
red to, and governed by the facta pro- 
Bontcd before the entire Cotnmlttce, 1 
have not felt Justified In suspendlni; 
the officer. At no time has It been my 
desire or Intention to "pass the buck" 
to the Police Committee as such ; sure- 
ly I was fully aware that It was not 
the function or duty of any committee 
to suspend any officer. Since the com 
m^ttee adjourned some more street 
rumora have come to me from i 
source that I look upon with confi- 
dence, to the effect that certain mem- 
bers of the Police donuatttao have 
made the ttnpraaaloii npoB aona du- 
zena that Officer Oarey'a BvaponBlon 
was op to BO—ovMantly tanplylnt and 
trying to lovraaa their hoarera with 
tha idea that they would apprave of 
hla Buapeaaloa. Tills queatlonable r.t- 
tltade ot aomo nembera ot the Police 
Commtttoe aaaumad, however, after its 
adjonnunant, la ny aole reaaon tor 
praaantlng thia ooounnnloatlon. 

In the event Council regards this 
affair ot sufficient Importance t« ro 
open the case, then, It follows that any 
(ifflcer connwtod with It should come 
within tho purview of your Invoatlga- 
llon, — therefore, I supest and reijuesl 
that an Investigation be made of both 
Caiey's and Simpson's conduct on tho 
night uf this trouble. I make this sug- 
Kostlon, in order that Simpson and 
Carey may be treated alike, In case 
It may be your intaatloa to make fur- 
ther Inveatlgation.

men annually lose many vustomert 
and oonanderable money by (aiUag to 
observe this practice, he said. 

"Tbe total time spent in delivering 
milk on tbe aTeiage retail louta varies 
from three to eight ^ours. Milk that 
is on the road withotu ice for this 
Icugtb of time in the ai rtemperatures 
that will prevail from now on cannot 
be expected to keep in good oondlllon 
Even whole duliveiioH are made dur- 
ing the iiu>l oarly niiiriilng hours, the 
loniperuture of unicod milk will rini 
conBiderabiy before It readies tlie 
cuslonier, in view iil ilie faet that after 
milk luiH been on the driver's wagon 
l»r three or fi>nr liuur.i it often Htandf 
iin the doorstop for an additional two 
hours or more. 

"Teh quaiility of ieo required for a 
loud of milk I'osts only a few couts 
while a aiugio bottle of sour milk not 
only will result in loss of tbe ttitlk and 
urually a special delivery but also 
may cause the loss of one or more cus- 
tomers. Then too, It a milk lupaotor 
iboald take a aamplo from a bottle ot
